completely Americanized.

gether the progress made in this direction is satis­ 
factory. 
While Hawaii will cost this government a great amount of 
money, there is everything to lead to the belief that we will receive 
in return equal benefit in one form or another as an inevitable result 
The sugar raising industry in the islands is pursued with remark­ 
able profit. 
It is estimated that some of the plantations there yield 
an annual gain of SO per cent, while very few pav their owners les» 
than 20 per cent.

total population may go hand in hand 
for many years with enhancem ent of 
Individual comfort.” 
This is the tes­ 
timony of the great London newspaper 
to the results brought about in Amer­ 
ica by the policies that McKinley had 
supported throughout 
his 
life. 
His 
speech made plain the trium ph of the 
political principles he had advocated 
without flinching from first to last. 
T hat speech also opened tile door 
and pointed the way for the next steps 
of progress to be taken in American 
development and 
prosperity. 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt at 
Minneapolis four 
days before announced the same doc­ 
trine, so that in sustaining him the 
way that McKinley pointed out will 
be followed.
